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Affects/Effects  is  a  two-part  exhibition.  The  first, 
titled  Affects/ Effects  1:  Past  Facufty  of  Pfiifadefphia 
Cotfege  of  Art  and  presented  in  the  fall  of  1982, 
exhibited  work  by  some  of  the  artists  who  taught  at 
the  College  between  the  time  of  its  founding  in  the 
late  nineteenth  century  and  the  end  of  the  1970s. 
The  present  exhibition,  Affects/ Effects  2:  Wort<  by 
the  Facufty  of  Pfiifadefphia  Cotfege  of  Art,  includes 
work  by  most  of  the  artists  who  are  members  of  the 
visual  arts  faculty  of  Philadelphia  College  of  Art 
today. 

Affects/ Effects  owes  its  original  inspiration  to  ideas 
that  were  central  to  the  College's  beginnings.  Phila- 
delphia College  of  Art  was  established  in  1876 
within  a  museum-school  framework  known  as  The 
Pennsylvania  Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art. 
Although  separately  located  within  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia and  different  in  their  functional  activities, 
both  components  of  this  institution  focused  on 
"industrial,"  or  design  and  decorative  arts.  Along 
with  this  defined  interest,  each  upheld  standards  of 
excellence  when  building  their  respective  primary 
resources — the  Museum,  with  the  quality  of  objects 
it  collected,  and  the  School,  by  the  stature  and 
ability  of  the  artists  it  chose  for  its  teachers.  The 
founders  considered  that  the  Museum's  collection 
might  also  be  used  as  teaching  tools  by  the  School's 
instructors,  and  they  envisioned  that  these  models 
of  excellence  would  influence,  or  affect,  students 
both  in  their  studies  and  in  their  material  creations, 
or  artistic  effects. 

In  less  than  one  hundred  years,  both  the  Museum 
and  the  School  grew  dramatically  Finally,  the 
partnership  between  them  was  dissolved  in  1964 
with  two  separate  and  independent  institutions:  the 
Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art — one  of  the  world's 
great  museums— and  the  Philadelphia  College  of 
Art— one  of  the  country's  leading  colleges  for 
undergraduate  studies  in  the  visual  arts. 


The  historic  success  and  fine  reputation  of  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Art  is  a  direct  measure  of 
the  continued  strength  and  quality  of  its  most  pre- 
cious resource — its  faculty.  Affects/ Effects  recog- 
nizes that  faculty's  contribution  to  a  tradition  of 
excellence  and  through  exhibition  of  their  creative 
work,  surveys  both  their  accomplishments  as  artists 
and  their  influences  as  artist-teachers  at  PCA. 

Affects/ Effects  2  invited  the  participation  of  the 
current  PCA  visual  arts  faculty  at  large,  and  each 
member  was  asked  to  choose  one  work  for  inclusion 
in  the  exhibition.  This  process  of  selection,  no 
doubt,  has  enhanced  the  vitality  of  the  show.  Beyond 
the  choice  of  work,  the  participating  faculty  was 
highly  cooperative  with  the  preparation  of  this 
catalog  and  provided  hands-on  assistance  with  the 
design  and  final  installation  of  their  exhibit  in  the 
PCA  Galleries.  I  am  grateful  to  each  for  the  unstint- 
ing assistance  I  have  received.  Professors  Hans-U. 
Allemann  and  Warren  Seelig,  the  Faculty  Advisers 
for  the  organization  of  this  exhibition,  and  Joanne 
Ryan,  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs,  also  provided 
sound  guidance  throughout  each  phase  of  the 
project. 

The  production  of  this  catalog  owes  much  to  Lindsay 
C.  Davies,  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Dean  of 
Academic  Affairs,  for  assistance  in  the  compilation 
of  the  artists'  biographies.  Hans-U.  Allemann, 
Associate  Professor  of  Graphic  Design  at  PCA,  is 
responsible  for  the  design  of  this  catalog,  the  an- 
nouncement card  and  all  signage  for  the  exhibit. 

Assistance  in  gathering  works  for  Affects/ Effects  2 
was  also  received  from  communities  outside  the 
College.  Some  of  the  artworks  on  view  have  been 
borrowed  from  private  collections  and  galleries.  The 
lenders,  identified  in  the  checklist  of  this  catalog, 
are  thanked  for  their  participation  in  the  show. 
Contributions  and  financial  support,  instrumental  in 
the  realization  of  this  project,  were  received  from  the 


business  community  for  Affects/ Effects  2  as  noted 
in  the  front  of  this  book,  and  we  are  very  grateful  for 
their  generosity. 

Finally  the  132  participating  artists  deserve  ultimate 
thanks,  for  it  is  the  work  of  these  distinguished 
artists  and  educators  that  brings  the  honor  of  this 
particularly  fine  exhibition  to  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  Art.
